“The Society of the Painters of the Far West was organized in 1912 for 
the purpose of holding an annual exhibition of paintings of Western America. 
The eleven members, most of them Eastern men, are accomplished painters 
of established reputation. . . . Painting the ‘grand’ scene has for years been 
viewed with disfavor. Mountains have for a time been out of style. In this 
respect the subject of American landscape painting has undergone a curious 
evolution. The large scene, impressive, panoramic, was characteristic of our 
early painters. Then came the French influence and a new way of looking at 
nature. Artists became engrossed with rendering the mood in nature; with 
solving problems of color and of light. They no longer sought ‘views’ but 
studied fragments of nature intimately. But in recent years painters have 
shown a disposition to return to the old subjects. Again we have the large 
scene, but it is now painted from the modern point of view and is graced by 
the technical excellence that has been produced by intimate study of nature 
in the years that have intervened.” From a catalogue of the Art Institute of 
Chicago.

PAINTINGS BY 
ELIZABETH WENTWORTH ROBERTS 


(EAST GALLERY) 


Miss Elizabeth Wentworth Roberts was born in Philadelphia in 1871. She 
studied at the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts and afterward at the 
Julien Academy in Paris under Bouguereau, Robert-Fleury, Lefebvre and 
Merson. For six years she worked in France, and then went to Florence, 
returning to America in 1889, making her home in Concord, Mass. Since 
then she has been abroad a number of times sketching and studying in Eng- 
land, Spain, Sicily and Egypt. She is a member of the National Arts Club 
and the Plastic Club. 

Among the honors won by Miss Roberts may be mentioned the following: 
The Mary Smith Prize at the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts, 1889, and 
Honorable Mention at the Paris Salon, 1892. 

It may be remembered that collections of Miss Roberts’ paintings have 
been shown at the John Herron Art Institute twice previously, in April, 1908, 
and in the summer of 1910.
